New Orleans Was our next stop 
where we spent a couple of days. 


This is possibly one of the most inter- 
esting cities on the North 
continent, and is considered the sec- 
ond oldest city in the United 
This city has a population of approx 
imately four hundred and sixty thou 
twenty-eight percent of which 
are negroes, and a large portion ol 
the remainder French and Spanish. 
Vhere are numerous old historical 
places to be seen, and space will not 
permit me to go into detail in this 
respect, As the Mardi gras was on in 
New Orleans accomodation was at a 
premium, In fact we could not obtain 
lodgings at any hotel or private 
house, so We stayed in an auto camp 
while there, This is the big event of 
the year in New Orleans and people 
for a hundred miles around = gather 
there to celebrate the occasion, 

We then drove on to Baton Rouge 
where Huey P. Long erected a most 
magnificent Government — building, 
umd he is buried right in the center 
of the lawn in tront of this beautiful 
vlace and at night a powerful light 
throws its rays trom the top of — this 
building down on to his grave. As we 
have all heard and read) so much 
about this famous gentleman, it Was 
very interesting to hear the comments 
of the people in the state of Louisana 
on their opinion of Mr Long, and to 
the average man and the poorer class 
he was considered one of the greatest 
men that ever lived, We might say 
that in this state we travelled on the 
finest highways that it has ever been 
our privilege to drive on, 

From Baton Rouge we 
north west to Marshall, Texas, where 
We spent the night, and teh following 
day drove across this state through 
Dallas and Fort Worth to Amarillo, 
snd While the wind was not blowing 
when we were there, yet one could 
imagine that the least breeze would 
create a regular cloud of dust. We 
Shen crossed the north eastern corn- 
er of New Mexico and drove straight 
north to Denver, Col. where we 
spent the night of Wednesday, F[eb. 
26th. From here we wired home stat- 
ing that we would arrive for dinner 
at 1 p.m. on Sunday, and having made 
this appointment, we set out the fol- 
lowing morning to cover a lot ol 
ground. We then drove north to Lur- 
amie, Wyo., and then turned west to 
Rock Springs. At this point the hopes 
of being able to keep our appointment 
appeared to be shattered, as the road 
from there on to Pocatello, Ida., was 
blocked with snow, but while we were 
having supper the snow plough and 
bus arrived in trom Ogden, Utah, so 
after spending two or three dollars 
for phone calls, we finally tound that 
by going down to Ogden, Utah, we 
could hit an open road from there up 
through Idaho and into Montana, and 
although it was eight p.m. we were 
afraid that if we waited till the next 
day this road would be drifted in 
again, so we drove on to Ogden that 
night and arrived there at two a.m., 
after a very strenuous trip through 
several mountain passes. 

The next night we stopped at Hel- 
ena, Mont., where the recent e@arth- 
quakes have done so much damage, 
and while the wood buildings do not 
show the results of their severe shak- 
ings, yet it is pitiful to see the havoc 
that has been wrought with the brick 
structures,
